With what a fixed 
and resolute purpose, beyond all resistance, could 
I do and dare any fing to accomplish the release of 
the confederate prisoners! Thus reviving the 
drooping southern armies, and giving new heart to 
the waning cause! 

“What are these lines in Romeo and Juliet de- 
scribing love? |I have played them an hundred 
times, but ‘they are now covered with the mist 
of greater thoughts and J cannot see them. I am, 
lam in love!’ | 
*"O! any thing of notning first create! 
Oh' heavy lightness! serious vanity! 

Mis-shapen chaos of well seeming forms!’ 
quoted an actor associate and friend into whose 
room Wilkes Booth had _ strode one 
morning in April, 1865, and thrown 
himself upon the bed, his mind torn with conitict- 
ing emotions. 

How curiously events shape themselves! Abra 
ham Lincoln died not long afterwaid from a bullet 
sent by this desperate young man, in the very 
room and upon the very bed where Booth had lain, 
almostin delirium, when he gave vent to the above 
expression. It was provoked by a wordy contest he 
had that day had 
the confederate prisoners, 
father, who was an eminent statesman. 

Booth had met the young girl that had captured 
his heart in the whirl of Washington society (into 
the best of which he was admitted and courted), 
in that winter-of 1865, when he had given up even 
his profession that he might concentrate all his en- 
ergics on the one great purpose for which he was 
now willing to sacrifice everything—even life itself. 

He was boarding at the then greatest hostelery in 
Washington, the National hotel. Here he was 
thrown in constantintercourse with senators, law- 
yers, military men of rank, and in fact the elite of 
Washington society. There, with her parents, 
boarded the young lady, whom, afier meeting, 
Booth soon learned to love, and who loved him 
truly to the end. Even after the assassination, it 
is said that she wrote to Edwin, saying— 

‘Tam your brother's betrothed and am ready to 
marry him at the foot of the scaffold.’’ 

About 10 o’clockin the morning of the day upon 
whi h the crime was committed Booth came down 
the steps of the hotel to the breakfast room, late as 
isan actor’s wont. Immaculately dressed in a full 
suit of dark clothes, with tall silk hat, kid gloves 
and cane, he walked forth the young Adonis of the 
stage, the man who could marvelously unfold the 
character of the murderous and cowardly Macbeth: 
live out the cruelty and vindictiveness — of 
Riehard ; the wickedness of Julien, or impersonate 
with ideal perfection the higher character of 
Raphael. How he prostituted all these great gifts, 
and by a distorted method of reasoning made him- 
self a cowardly assassin, the startling story which 
follows clearly reveals. Within 12 hours after he is 
thus seen upon the staivway of the hotel he com- 
mitted the deed which covered his name with 
ignominy and ecest him his life. 

At the foot of the stairs he met his fiancee, who 
was there awaiting his coming. They walked into 
the breakfast room, and took their morning mea} 
together. A few minutes chat in the parlor fol- 
lowed. Those words were doubtless the last she ever 
spoke to him. 

He left the hotel and walked up to Mrs. Surratt’s, 
on H street, as is supposed, from the direction in 

hich he was scen approaching Ford's theater on 
With street an hourortwo later. He walked direct 
to the box office, got his mail, and sat down on the 
steps of the theater to readit. One letter was very 
long, and the contents seemed to annoy him con- 
siderably. He finally folded it however, andplacing 
it in his pocket, said to Harry Ford, brother of the 
manager: 

‘“‘What’s on to-night?” 

“Our American Cousin, and it’s zoing to bea big 
night. The president, General Grant and General 
Lee are all to be present and occupy the same box.”’ 

“What!’’ exclaimed Booth indignantly, as a dark 
shadow spread over his face, “have we gone back to 
the davs of Roman despotism, when prisoners of 
rank were paraded before the populace to humiliate 
them !"’ 

Harry explained that he was jesting about Lee, 
butthat General Grant and Mr. Lineoln would 
certainly be present, asa note had been sent from 
the white house to engage the box.

This was the first intimation Booth had that the

president expected to be at the theater that even- 


ing. ‘‘And from this chance remark wecan date the 
alteration in ehis plans.” said john T. Ford, the 
veteran manager, to me when speaking recently of 
Booth and his crime. 

‘Wis every effort to capture the president, and 
thus secure the exchange of the confederate pris- 
oners, man for man, had been frustrated.’’ contin- 
ued Mr. Ford, ‘‘the surrender of Lee, and the con- 
sequent drawing to aclose of the war, rendered 
him desperate, and he resolved to try to do by vio- 
lence what he could not accomplish by his conspi- 
racy to kidnap the president.’’ 

“Itiseasy to trace the steps leading up to assas- 
sination by the light of his acts and utterances al- 
most from the moment he left the theater that day 
until the crime was committed. He evidently 
changed his purpose from the moment he found 
the president was coming to the theater, and his 
plans as rapidly as he could.”’ 

‘*T can best illustrate this,’’ said Mr. Ford, ‘‘by 
giving you an incident which occurred almost 
immediately after leaving the theater that morn- 
ing At the corner of Tenth street and Pennsylva- 
nia avenue, not more than two squares away from 
the theater, Booth met John F. Coyle, then editor 
of the National Intelligencer, with whom he was 
upon intimate terms. As the twoshook hands, 
Booth said: Tes 

* “What would happen, Coyle, if some one were to 
put Lincoln and his cabinet out of the way at this 
crisis?’’ 

“Wehave no Brutuses in thesé days, John,” re- 
plied Coyle laughingly. 

“That you are not sure of,’’ replied Booth, as he 
turned down the street. 

“The next scene finds him late in the evening 
giving his letter of justification for the murder to 
John Matthews, his actor friend, who was then 
playing at my theater. They were raised boys to 
getherin Baltimore, and Matthews was the only 
man that eversaw Booth’s plea of justification for 
the crime. He immediately destroyed it, and then 
confessed the fact to Father Frank Boyle, of Wash- 
ington, who absolved the act.”’ 

‘*Booth's ability as an actor has often been ques- 
tioned ?’’ said I. 

“Tt need not be,’’ replied Mr. Ford. ‘Had John 
Wilkes Booth lived he would have been to-day the 
greatest actor of his time. He had a magnificent 
mind, great originality of thought, and he threw 
the vitality of perfect manhood into every char- 
acter he impersonated. That in itself would have 
insured his success, but he had other qualities that 
were attractive, if not necessary. He.was the hand 
somest man I ever saw, not only in feature, 
but in physique. Indeed, it was remarked 
yery day of the assassination, 
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“There goes the handsomest man in the United 
States.”’ 

‘He was alsoan athlete, and prided himself upon 
that quality. In the scene in Macbeth when he 
enters the cave of the witches Booth was not content 
with the usual aprroach, but had a ledge of rocks, 
some 12 feet high, erected and down these he 
sprang upon the stage."’ 

* What were his best roles?’’ 

“His Richard and Macbeth were very fine. He 
individualized them in a manner I have never seen 
before or since. His fighting scene in Richard was 
simply terrific.

“Thisis John M tthews,’’ said a gentleman a few 
days since as he mtroduced me to the actor, now 
ou the boards of the Union Square theater, New 
York 

Tuis was the man that was

confided lis desire to capture the president, aud 
thus obtain the release of the confederate prisoners. 
This was the friend in whose room Looth had lain,

Romeo's detinition of love. He was the man at 
whose feet Booth dropped wheu he jumped from 
the president's box to the stage, and whom he near- 
ly knocked over in his haste to retreat. 

The murder and the thrilling events which fol- 
lowed it have left their impression upon his life. 
Ile seems still tobrood overthe occurrence, and 
his days and nights are never free from some 
thought of his frieud’s life and death. 

He is rapidly approaching fifiy years of age—a 
man of medium heizhtand well rounded frame—a 
clean-shaven, jolly Milesian face, litup by a pair of 
sharp, restless eyes, which twinkle wita the good 
huinor thatisapparentin his every actand utter- 
ance. His manneris quicK and nervous, and his 
speech and attitude constantly portrays his pro- 
fession., 

Ourconversation naturally drifted to the story of 
Mr. Lincoln's assassination, with which he is more 
familiar than any man now living. 

He took up the thread of the narrative where Mr. 
Ford leftit. Heis the most important living wit- 
ness asto Booth’s aims and purposes, and has 
a story full of drumatic interest. He was the 
next man of note to see Booth afier he left 
Coyle and wernt to find the other conspirators 
to enlist their cc-operation iin his haemed 
yurposes. Night was fast approaching, Booth 
mad gone to Nailcr’s livery stable 
lath street, hired his saddle horse, mounted it, and 
was riding down Pennsylvania avenue toward the 
National hotel 


‘Poor John,’’ said Mr. Matthews, feelingly, ‘‘the | 


last time I saw him before the scene in the theater 
was late in the afterneon of the Mth. I was walk- 
iug up Peunsylvania avenue when I saw him ecm- 
ing down upou horseback. He drew rein as I reach- 
ed the corner of 15th street and the avenue. 

“My God! My God! Thave no longera country! 
This is the end of coustitutional liberty in Ameri- 
ca,”’ he excluimed, es he approached. I turned 
quickly. iie was pale a-a ghost and laboring un- 
der great excitement. He pointed with tregic gest- 
ure toward a numbes eftoufederate prisoners who 
were being marched tip the avenue under guard 
and watched them attentively for a few moments. 
Then throwing his hand to his head two or three 
times, he repeated the exclamation to me: 

“My God! My God! John, Lhave no longer a 
country! This is the end of constitutional liberty 
in America.’’ He hesitated a moment after the 
last exclamation, and then turning abruptly to me 
said: 

“Will youdo mea favor John?’ 

“Command me for anything, ’ I replied. {Taking 
from his pocket a sealed letter, directed. to Mr. 
Coyle, of the National Intelligencer, he asked moa, 
with dramatic air, to deliver it that night by 11 
o'clock, unless he saw me before that iime. Ifsohe 
could attend to it bimself. 

“‘Tputthe letterin my pocket and walked on,little 
dreaming whatitcontained, or what startling events 
were so soon to follow. {i went up the street some 
distance, and then back to my room opposite the 
theater, to prepare for my evening’s performance. 

‘There was a magnificent house that night. Laura 
Keene, who was playing leading part in “Our 
American Cousin,’ Wasa great favorite in Washing- 
ton, and she Was a great actress. Then 
wie | 6War. 6Wa about over, and every- 
body seemed happy and benton enjoyment, A 
shot startled meiu the midst of the scene, which 
called me upon the stage, and a form leaping from 
the president's box told me too plainly that a terri- 
ble crime had been committed. recognized 
Booth’s voice, shouting as he jumped, ‘ ‘Sic sem- 
per tyrannis.’’’ He almost ran over me on his 
way tw the stage door. 

‘Tl immediately rushed to my dressing room, ¢all- 
ing a servant as I ran. I gathered up all 
my clothes and wardrobe, passed off beneath 
the stage to the auditoriumand intothe street 
with the audience, which rushed from the theatre 
ina panic. This foresight doubtless saved my life. 
as none of the other actors got out of the theatre. 
The police arresied all persons connected with it at 
once, When I got out I walked rapidly across the 
street tomy room in Mr. Peterson's house, locked 
and bolted the door, 2nd began chaliging my 
custume for citizen's clothes as rapidly as possible.

The minuteness with which every d.tail for the 
kidnapping had been arranged was surprising, and 
the failure of the scheme cut Booth keenly. At the 
very last moment a business engagement detained 
Mr, Lincoln, and Booth seemed to brood upon the 
subject night and day after this disappointment. 

I am gratified that the letter I have giveu you so 
clearly demonstrates the fact that the muraer of 
Mr. Lincoln hy Booth was not premedliated in the 
sense in which it bas been insisted.

The Number of Killed and Wounded—Cause of the 
Aceident. 

NEW YorRK, January 14.—The express from Chi 
cago to New York reached Albany twenty-three 
minutes late yesterday afternoon. Owing to the 
great crowd of legislators and others who desired 
to leave the capital, fifteen additional cars were 
put on, eight of them palace coaches. Two extra 
engines were also attached and the train got 
under way. It was filled with men of note and 
prominence of both republican and democratic 
parties, including almost the eutire New Lork City, 
Brooklyn, Loug isiand and Staten Island delega- 
tions in both houses of the legislature, which had 
adjourned over till Monday. At 8 uyten Duyvel 
the train became disabled, and owing apparently 
Lo the fuilure on the part vl 
the reer flag-man, the engi®eer of the farrytown 
special, which followed at an interval of a few 
minutes, knew nothing of the danger until he was 
almost upon the disabled train and runuing ata 
high speed. The two rear drawing-room cars were 
telescoped, and immediately caught fire from the 
overturned stoves and lumps. some of the pas- 
se. gers Were cauclitin the wreck and burned to 
death. 

The wounded were promptly cared for and scat- 
tered among the houses 1n the vicinity aud the hos- 
pitals, About forty were more or less injured. 
Accounts vary as to the number. of killed. but 
four bodies were recognized and tive 
were burned beyond recogiiition. The 
recognized dead are Sehutor Webster 
Wagner, E. L. Rausom, of the Hoffman house, Park 
Vetientine, of Benuingion, Oiiver B. Kelly. of Peiin- 
sylvVauia: &a Man supposed to be Key. F. Marechol, 
a book of sermous bearing his name being found 
in his pocket: Miss Maud Brown, of New York.

THE CHOCTAW DELEGATION, 

There has arrived a delegation from the Choctaw 
nation to protest against the granting of a charter 
to the St. Louisand San Francisco railroad as at 
present reported. Some days ago the bill was favor- 
ubly reported to the senate on the representation of 
a special agent who had been to Indian Territory 
toexamine into this matter. He said that the 
council had declared in favor of the charter, and 
usit offered many advantages to the nation the 
committee reported that the charter should be 
yranted. _ The Indians now here declare 
tbat the bill was lost on a tie vote in their council 
and they bridg the records with them to show that 
they are correct. 

Some of them are opposed to granting charters to 
any other railroads through their territory, claim- 
ing thatthe only safety of the Indian is in com- 
plete isolation fromthe white man. An increase in 
railroad facilities will call in white settlers and ad- 
venturers who will renew the difficulties so long 
experienced on the plains. They say the territory 
is now intersected by two railroads which 
are suflicient for commercial pur- 
puses and any further facilities 
wil bring only mischief. The best opinion among 
the Indians, howeve r,is in favor of the new line. 
though some of them want the matter remanded 
to the council where the chartermay be more 
strictly guarded. These liberal men appreciate the 
dangers of monopoly and are now suffering from 
exorbitant charges made by Gould’s lines. They 
are anxious for competition and they think the 
evils feared by their more timid brothers may be 
averted by provisions in the charterand proper 
legisiation in the council. The chartir will peste 

y] e granted, as it is backed 
strongly in the senate, but there may be 
some important amendments to its present form. 

Mr. W. O. Tuggle, of Georgia, is counsel for the 
Indians in their effortsto have the charter referred 
agaii to their legislature, 

Some of the Choctaws present a remarkable fine 
appearavce. They are evidently making rapid 
progress in the arts of civilization, and iu their rea- 
sonings iorand against this charter show that they 
are clear headed, well educated men. 

Reports from the Indian territory representa 
steady growth and prosperity of the tribes set off 
there to work out the problem of Indian civiliza- 
tion, Experience has proven that the more they 
are letalone the better they thrive. They have 
practically a home rule. Their laws are thorough- 
ly executed, and throughout their mech realm is 
the reign of peace, plenty and good order.

is, had their forcing intluence been absent in 
the early days after planting, stimulating the 
plant to push down its tap-root into moist 
soil, the result in the growth of the plant 
might have been most disastrous, and it might 
| have been quite destroyed by the drought 
which followed, instead of being fortified to 
withstand a season of dryness. The report of 
the agricultural bureau shows Georgia, which 
uses more fertilizers than any other state in 
the union, to come out the best. Had she 
not been protected by the use of them, she 
‘might have fared as badly as did Texas, Ar- 
kansas and. Tennessee. Fertilizers cannot 
guarantee crops any more than respectable 
physicians in regular practice can guarantee 
cures; and itis well known that over-eating, 
even of good wheat-bread and healthy meat, 1s 
injuriousto the human stomach. Nor Can man 
live by bread alone; he must have whut is of 
more Vital importance—water. So it is with 
the soil. It may, by ignorant planters, be over- 
loaded witha fertilizer, as the stomach with 
bread; and no crop can -be grown without 
water. But to assume to discontinue the use 
of fertilizers, or to buy a low-grade, cheap and 
poor article, because the experience of some 
‘planters during the past untavorable season, 
in a few localities, has not been entirely satis- 
factory, would be—tg continue the compari- 
son-—like refusing to eat bread, orto buy any 
that of inferior quality because it could 
be had for money. The experience of 
vears has taught the planter the value—nay 
the absolute necessity—of feod far the plant 
and soil; and by the use of commercial ferti- 
zers, notwithstanding the disorganized condi- 
tion of labor, the south has immensely in- 
creased her yield of cotton and corn, and 
thereby grown rich since the war. It may be 
truethat on Jands where a high standard 
guano has been used for some years, a low 
grade can be employed asa make-shift for one 
season, just a8 a man with a good dinner can 
fast longer than the poor tramp who has got 
but a smellof cooking at the kitchen door; 
| but it is only a question of time when each 
will be forced to satisfy the cravings of na- 
ture or die. But, reading between the lines 
of the article, another reason appears for its 
publication; it speaks of amimoniated fertil- 
izers a8 most injurious, and Kainits are very 
useful. During the past cight months the cost 
(of ammoniates has mereased about 80 per 
cent, whereas the price of kainit has dec ined; 
consequentiy, many sellers who did not sup- 
ply themselves intime with ammonia can 
make more money by persuading the farmer 
that ammoniais bad, and kainit, just now, 
very good for their lands; and it is commonly 
reported that some will offer to the 
planter this season, the low grade _ fertilizer, 
deficient in ammonia. but at the same price, 
as better articles of late years. The planter 
inay easily be deceived for one season in this 
way. Experience and the best scientific 
teaching have shown that ammonia, potash 
and phosphate of lime areallof great value to 
the plant—ammonia particularly so—to give 
it a vigorous startin the early season, push- 
ing down the tap-root, whence comes its sus- 
tenance intime of drought. It is also neces- 
sary to provide the large amount of ammonia

‘PATTI IN PANTALOONS 


What the Lady of Much Renown Saysard Thinks of 
Nicolini and Everybody Else whom she Deems 
Worthy of Notice—-Her Home Life and 
the Moygey She Makes by Her Genius. 


St. Louis Post-Dispatch. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter sent his card up 
to Madame Patti at the Southern this morn- 
ing. and itcame back in double-quick time 
in the hands of the bell boy who had taken 
it upstairs, and who returned it with the an- 
swerthat Mme. Patti would not receive any 
newspaperiman. The reporter then thought 
he would try to whisper a few words into the 
musical ear of the wal)-eyed Nicolini. 

“Send the card up to Nicolini,”’ said the re- 
porter to the hotel clerk.

Mortier himself, a foreign-look- 
ing, medium-sized gentleman, with a #rench 
accent floating around a brown woolen suit 
anda little round-top soft hat, appeared at 
the desk and wanted to know who owned the 
adventurous card, The Post-Dispatch report- 
er stnliingly stepped to the frontand ae- 
knowledged that the card and the name on it 
were his. Mr. Mortier threw his eye on the 
reporter in an interrogatory way and the lat 
ter said at once that he bad sent up his car 
inthe hope of seeing Mme. Patti, or some- 
body who knew something about her. 

“Tres bien! varee vell,’’ said Mr. Mortier, 
who is a gentleman of about 35, with a face 
like the last actof “I] Trovatore,’’ witha 
light, sandy moustache thrown its 
upper lip ‘I can geey you a!l zee informa- 
sheeon you will want. J can speak for Mad- 
ame Patth Zere eez no need to see Madanie 
Patti w’'en you sec me.”’ 

The reporter was astonished to hear this, 
but at once made up his mind to interview 
Mine. Patti by proxy, as long as he could not 
interview her in person 

“Very well, Mr. Mortier,”” he said, “I'll 
imagine you are Patti and interview you for 
her.”’ 

Mr. Mortier thought this a very brilliant 
idea. He laughed and told the reporter to 
ahead. 

“First of all, Madame, I would 
know something about vourself,”’ 
the reporter, 

“Ah, yes—about myself,’ suggested the 
Patti in pantaloons, smiling sweetly and toss- 
ing her curfS to one side as she rolled her 
eves up at the reporter. “About miyselr? 
Well, lL speak English a great deal better than 
M. Mortier, who is not an [rishman notwith- 
standing his first hame is Mike, and has never 
been an [rishman, although some silly news- 
paper men allege that he chopped an m out 
of hissurname taking it from between the 
penult and ante-penultimate syllables so as 
to make Mortier out of Mortimer.

Salvali 
and Pinto, and the iddlers and bass-drum 
player and all those otherartists roam around 
the city buying peanuts and Budweiser all 
day, but Nicolini remains at home and lives 
for me and art.”’ 

‘Principally for art?” 

“No, principally for me!" 

“Thatsa little bit rough on art.” the re- 
porter thought, as he looked at the Patti be- 
fore him. 

“Well,” continued the proxy Patti, ‘to go 
on talking about myseit, | may as well tell 
you that I dress very plainly when at home, 
no diamonds, no ornaments, only a simple 
house costume. I get up at nine o'clock 
every morning. and go to bed immediately 
after the concert. When I am to sing I devote 
the morning to shopping, dine at three, take 
a nap lasting from four to six, arid then dress 
for the theater. On such days | receive no- 
body. On otherdays I receive from 3:30 un- 
til six p.m., anddine at seven o'clock. My 
own cook gets all my meals for me when | 
am traveling. Hits name is Louis. His other 
name makes no difference. He's only a cook. 
J travel ina palace dining-reom Cur, with 
Nicolini and my maid. Ido not know how 
the other people of the company travel, but 
I suppose ima rt car,”’ 

‘You are married to Nicclini?”’ 

“Oh. dear, no. That couldn't be. I havea 
separation from the Marquis de Caux that 1 
got last year, paying him 1,000,000 francs, but 
there isno divorce in France. I hope to 
marry Signor Nicolini next year.”’ 

**How is that?’ 

“The new Minister Gambetta may make a 
new law and then [can geta divorce. As it 
is now it is only a separation.” 

“T understand that Nicolini is already mar- 
ried and burdened with a wite end a large 
family in Itaiy somewhere?” 

“Oh, no; thatisnottrue. Signor Nicolini 
has many children, but no wife; his wife is 
dead. Ile has a daughter married.” 

‘‘He has been a great artist in his time.” 

“And isa great artist still, Ile was not feel- 
ing very well last night.”’ 

‘T amt very well pleased with my reception 
in this country,’ Mme. Mortier-Patti contin- 
ued. “‘My reception last night at the opera 
house was very enthusiastic. I likethe people 
of St. Louis very much. I expect to see some 
of the ladies here. At my receptions in New 
York, Boston and Philadelphia, the most 
prominent and tashionable ladies called on 
me. I have not yet seen any St. Louis ladies. 
[ have not gone Into society in this country 
because I haven tgottime. I generally send 
wround my cards.”’ 

“Why are you so averse to receiving news- 
paper men?’ 

“IT received them freely everywhere until I 
got to Cincinnati. There they made me say 
things in the papers about Kellogg and Cary 
and others that I had not said in the world. 
When I saw this I made up my mind not to 
be interviewed any more.”’ 

“What do you think of the newspaper men 
you have met?’ 

“IT think the newspaper reporters of this 
country seem younger than those of Europe. 
They ask a great many more questions. ‘They 
ask many things. about myself and Signor 
Nicolinithat belong entirely to our -private 
lives. Tle newspapers of Europe deal with 
the artist. Here they are cruel enough tosay 
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certain things that are part of the artist’s pri- 


vite life only.” 

“Yes; some newspapers do that sort of 

thing,” the Post-Dispatch reporter remarked, 
adding, “but it is not right.” 
_ “No, itis not. It is very unpleasant. Your 
newspapers here, however, do not care. In 
Europe they can be held responsible for what 
they say. Talking about the writers of the 
press, I have heard M. Mortier say that they 
ure great eaters and drinkers. When I wa 
coming to this country M. Mortier hirel a 
steam tug and took about twenty or twenty- 
five New York reporters out to mdéet me on 
the vessel. They had aspread that cost $300 
at the Brunswick. The reporters were eating 
al} the time, Mons. Mortier tells me. and thev 
drank seventy bottles of champagne and 
some of them got very filled wp—intox-

Lanigan, the wellknown fabulist, is to writea life of 
General Jackson: The success of the series as a whole 
will depend altogether upon the purpose of the 
gentlemen who have been engaged to carry out the 
idea of the publishers. Humor is not levity, 
neither is it burlesque, and itjs possible to write a 
humorous biography of ‘the most highly respected 
citizen’ without seeming to lower his dignity or 
impair his position. Of Christopher Columbus, Mr. 
Alden says he was ‘‘the first American citizen (by 
adoption)’’—and he thereupon announces that the 
worthy discoverer ‘“‘was born at more places and to 
‘a greater extent than any other man known to his- 
tory."" It willthus be seen that Mr. Alden starts 
out with the intention of being funny, and it is 
fair to say that he succeeds admirably, though the 
strain he is under is necessarily tiresome towards 
wards the end. In his study of the life of the 
“sometime governor of Virginia and admiral of 
New England,’’ Mr. Warner proceeds in an entirely 
different direction. His humor is cumulative. 
The process by which it is worked into the full 
length portrait of Smith is carefully hidden from 
the reader. There is nota symptom of caricature 
or burlesque, though the temptation 
to these cheap forms of humor in 
writing the life of a typical swashbuckler 
must have been greatindeed. Mr. Warner's stady 
is serious as to detail, and the book is really a valu- 
able contribution to the literature of biography. 
THE SHAKSPEAKEAN MYTH William Shakspeare 
and Circumstantial Evidence. By Appleton Mor- 
gan, A.M.,LL.B. Author of ‘“‘The Law of Litera- 
ture.’’ Cincinnati: Robert Clarke & Co. 

The readers of THE CONSTITUTION Will remember 
the controversy started a few years ago by Miss De- 
lia Bacon, who, asserting that the Shakspeare plays 
were written by Lord acon, claimed to have dis- 
covered the key to the Shakspearean mystery. The 
history of that unfortuuate lady is pathetic. She 
was a victim of her own energy and enthusiasm. 
She printed a book which has never been read, and 
died in poverty and wretchedness, One of her be- 
liefs was thatin the grave of Wil idm Shakspeare 
would be found the proof of her theory,and she even 
arranged to open the tomb, but the project was 
never carried into effect, Her theory, however, 
did not die with her. The remarkable mystery 
suirpounding the plays hasattracted the attention 
of scholars who are tod earnest to pay reverence to 
amere name, and the investigation which Miss 
Bacon started has borne considerable fruitin the 
way of painstaking research, giving rise to a dis- 
cussion which is not likely to abate until some for 
tunuate accident of discovery settles the question. 
But is ita question whether Shakspeare wrote the 
wonderful poems and plays which have created a 
distict literature of their own? One-can read and 
believe, or read and disbelieve—but the mystery of 
these marvelous productions still remain. There 
was nothing like them before tae date of their ap- 
pearance, and there has been nothing like them 
since. They stand alone, chalienging the literature 
of all agesandalitime. The nature of the Shaks- 
perean mystery is briefly but aptly stated by Gui- 
zot, the French historian. **Let us finally,’’ says he, 
‘mention the great comedian, the great stagedian, 
the great philosopher, the great poet, who was in 
his lifetime butcher's apprentice, poacher, actor, 
theatrical manager, and whose name is William 
shakspeare. In twenty years, amid the duties of 
his profession, the care of mounting his pieces, of 
instructing his actors, he composed the thirty-two 


use 


tragedies in verse and prose, rich with an incom- 
parable knowledge of human nature, and an une- 
dualied power of imagination, terrible and comic 
by turns, profound and delicate, homely and touch- 
ing, responding to every emotion of the soul, di- 
vining all that was beyond the range of his experi- 
ence, and forever remaining the treasure of the 
age--all this being accomplished, Shakspeare left 
the theater and the busy world, at the age of forty- 
five, to return to Stratford-on-Avon, where he lived 
peacefully in the most modest retirement, writing 
nothing and never returning to the stage—{gnored 
and unknown if his works had not forever marked 
out his place in the world—a strange example of 
an imagination so powerful suddenly ceasing 
to produce, and closing, once for all, the door 
to the efforts of genius.”’ These facts in Shak- 
speare’s life, briefly summed up, present the his- 
toric doubt which the realism of the present day 
presumes to present and discuss. The student of 
shakespeare willfind Mr. Appleton Morgan's vol- 
ume abundantly interesting. If the studentis at 
all wedded tothe personality of Shakspeare his 
interest will be flanked by a certain degree of irri- 
tation. Mr. Morgan examines in asystematic man- 
ner, and from purely external evidence, fhe ques- 
tion as to whether Shakspeare wrote the works 
attributed to him by hiscontemporaries and which 
will retain his name to the end of time. The vol- 
ume isdivided into six parts, the last—the new 
theory-—giving the results ofthe latest investiga- 
tion. The new theory is that the Shakspearean 
plays were written partly by Shakspeare, partly 
by Bacon, partly by Raleigh and partly by other 
scholars who, like Bacon and Raleigh, had no de- 
connect their names with the stage. 
Those who are not. familiar with the 
evidence upon which the Shakesperean 
doubt is based, will be astonished at the cumula- 
tive weight and importance. of the testimony 
which Mr. Morgan presents and reviews.

performed. In the more wealthy classes the girl 
has nosuch opportunity; she hes a doll to diess 
and undress, and by especial favor is allowed to 
look at the baby in the nurse's lap, but at an 
early age must begin to acquire the ae- 
complishments calculated to make her 
‘shine in soviety,’’ and to render Ner an attractive 
and agreeable companion. In the first instance, 
the chiid’s dojl is a living being, and she has every 
chanee of gaining a knowledee that will be of ines- 
timable value to her when she becomes a mother, 
although she may be otherwise untuught; in the 
second, the child becomes a polished woman, who, 
when married, must either entrust the care of her 
child toa nurse, or learn by a bitter experience, 
and sometimes at the sacritice of a life most déar to 
her, the otices of maternity. A few houts taken 
from the time too often wasted in the unsuccessful 
attempt to create a linguist ora musician, and 
spent in imparting even an elementary training in 
the careof children, would be neither missed nor 
regretted. A step in the right direction has been 
taken by the introduction of the study oy physiol- 
ogy in many schools: but much has yet to be done.

Mis Sudden Death at Marictta Friday Last. 
Col. W. H. Sparks, whose name is a fan illar one to 
all the better classes of Georgians, as well as the cit- 
izens of several of the southen states, died sudden- 
ly at the home of Mr. M. G. Whitlock, at Marietta, 
about seven o'clock Friday night. Culonel Sparks 
and Mrs. Sparks had been boarding with Mr. Whit- 
lock since May. About ten days agg Colonel Sparks 
was attacked by sickness and was confined to his 
room for the greater portion of the time. Fri lav 
evening while the family were at supper he went 
into the garden. although for idden to 
go out of doors. When the family finished supper. 
Colonel Sparks was missed and search for him was 
instituted. He was found in the garden dead, his 
death having been the result of paralysis of the 
lungs. His remains were brought to Atlanta yes- 
terday andecarried to Macon under the charge of 
Dr: Leeand Mayor Huff.

“Colonel ‘s rks was an unusual man in many 
respects. e was born in Green county, Geo ia.

What Is Being Pone in Atlanta te Ward Off the 
Disease. 

When THE ConstTITUTIoN published an interview 
with a prominent pkysician of Atlanta a few weeks 
ago, in which the necessity of immediate steps for 
the vaccination of the people of the city was clear- 
ly set forth, the city council acted promptly 
upon the suggestions and appropriated 


a sufficient ameunt to begin and carry 
on the work of vaccination. A central vaccination 
oftice was established over Keely’s store on White- 
hall street, and acorps of physicians was sent 
through the various wards, visiting the houses and 
vaccinating the unprotected. This corps was dis- 
continued about a week ago, and since that time 
the vaccination has all been done 
at the central office. A day or 
two since a second vaccination office 
was opened. The board of health considered it 
best to have an office for whites and an office for 
the colored people. Accordingly a vaccination of- 
fice for white people was opened in the city court 
room at the city hall and the office over Keely's 
store was turned over to the colored people with a 
competeut physician in chaige. The office for the 
colored people is in every way desirable being ac- 
cessible ed well attended to. The office forthe 
white people is faultless, so far as the demands of 
all practical and reasonable people’ would 
reach. It isunderthe management of Dr. Cum- 
mnings, who has control of the vaccination offices, 
and who is pronounced by the members of the 
board of health probably the best man who could 
possiby have been plecedin the position, ie has 
had ample experience, has studied the subject 
closely, and since he has obtained a good quality 
of lymph, has been siuguiarly successful.

COLONEL REED MAKES THE BEST 
OF HIS CASE.

The Prisoner Opers Proceegings in the Usual Way— 
His Dishonored Cnecke~Some Specimen Lnter- 
jections—The Theory of Insanity Dyelt 
Upon—Medical Quackery 


WASHINGTON, January 14.—The court room was 
densely crowded to-day in anticipation of the open- 
ing’ argument forthe defense. At 10 o'clock the 
prisoner was brought in, and as soon ashe had 
taken his seat he opened the day's proceedings 
Wish the following speech: 

“I received thirty checks yesterday, representing 
about $15,000. Some of them, I suppose, are worth- 
less, and many of themare no doubt gocd. I don’t 
wantany one to send me worthless checks. Ido 
my own banking business, and my checks should 
be made out to my order. Any one who desires to 
send me money can do so, but I don’t want any 
worthless checks.’ 

Mr. Reed took his position immediately in front 
of the jury, awaiting the signal from the court to 
begin the opening argument for the defense: 

All eyes were turned in that direction, when Mr. 
Scoville arose and addressed the court, stating that 
he desired to know whether the prisoner would be 
allowed to speak in his own defense. Jf the court 
proposed to accord him that privilege, both he 
éSeoville) and hi® assuciate (Reed) would prefer 
that he should speak first. 

Guiteau—"l Waut to be heard on that question, 
your honor. I want to close the arguments for the 
defense. Lwould not trust my case in the bands of 
the best lawyer in America.’’ ‘ 

Judge Cox—*'[ should be loth, in a capital case, 
to deny any man the proper opportunity to be 
heard, even if he is represented by couusel, 
but in this cAse it issafe to assume that the 
prisouerw ill abuse the pris ilege us he has done all 
through the trialand that what he would say would 
be highly improper to yo before the jury. 1 shall, 
therefore, deny him the privilege. As J said 
vesterday, however,if his counsel desire to read 
from his manuscript anything which they deem 
proper to be laid before the jury they can do so.”’ 

Guiteau protested that he appeared as his own 
counsel, and claimed the right,as an American 
eiuzen, tobe heard in hisown defense. Find 
ing that Judge Cox couid = not be 
moved he shouted: ‘Let the record 
show that l appear here as my counsel, and that! 
take exception to your russnes Judge Cox. Ishall 
appeal to the American people, and they will over- 
ruie you, aud you will go down to future ages with 
a black stain upon your pame.”’ 

Judge Cox made mo reply to this tirade, but 
Simply nodded to Mr. Reed to begin his argu 
meut, 

Mr. Reed then rose to address the jury on behalf 
of the prisoner. He commenced by paying a 
compliment to the jury tor the seriviesness, 
solemnity and care which had characcernzed it 
during this long trial—a trial unparalleled fu ihe 
history of criminal jurisprudence, He snould not 
endeavor to make any statement of ithe evi 
dence, or Lo draw a gilded pic 
ture of any scene, but he wouid 
simply talk with them as between neighbors.

The Telephone as a Fire Alarm. 

As the council of the city of Atlanta are investi- 
gating the subject of a fire alarm, with the view of 
establishing the system here, for the information 
of the council and citizens we would beg to present 
below the system of a telephone fire alarm, with 
its method of working and some of its advantages. 

The system the telephone company propose to 
putin use in connection with the new system tor 
operating the telephone exchange is as follows: To 
establish a fire alarm central oflice at fire depart- 
ment headquarters, with a small switch-board with 
separate wires from each alarm station or bux, and 
from each engine house to such central office. At 


each station or box a complete set of telephone in-% 


struments will be placed aud at the fire department 
headcuarters, and inthe engine houses a set of 
telephones and large vibrating gong operated by a 
local battery. 

Alsoa trunk line from the Central office of the 
exchange to the switchboard at fire department 
headquarters, by means of which every station 
connected with the exchange becomes a fire alarm 
station. The Jelephone company to build and 
maintain lines and stations. The aavantages of 
such a system are’ 

First—The city does not have to buy or maintain 
a plant or system, but merely pay for the service 
they reccive. 

Second—Every telephone station connected with 
the exchange isa supplementary firealarm station, 
us both systems are the same in kind. 

The city thereby getting a large number of fire 
alarm stations free. 

Third—When an alarm is given the exact loca- 
tion and extent of a fire can be communicated by 
word of mouth to headquarters and such engines 
us are nearest the fire can be sent direct. 

Fourth—This system also makes a complete po- 
lice patrol telegraph system, as each station can be 
used by police to communicate to headquarters 
Without giving an alarm of fire. 

And all this without additional cost. 

It will be seen by the above that the telephone 
system covers allthe points claimed by any other 
complete fire alarm system, besides giving many 
udditional advantages.

Now, my land only cost me ten dollars per 
acre, and my roots only S12 50 per 1,000, 
which reduces the above estimate to $1,638. 
However, for the sake of safety, let’s take the 
first figures. In two years time these vines 
will commence to bear a good fair average 
crop. I plant two year old roots which gives 
the vine four years in which to mature.’’ 

“Now, what will be the product of this 
planting?” I asked, interrapting him. 

“On this number of acres the yield- will 
average 131,000 pounds, counting five pounds 
or half a peck to the vine. If these grapes 
were suld at five cents per pound, they would 
bring $).075. But supposing I only sold 
half of them for eating purposes and made 
wine of the other half, so have $4,537.50 for 
those sold alone. Good grapes will run over 
f2's pounds to the gallon, but will take that 
as tair and get 7,340 gallons as the product of 
half my yield. A low estimate would be one 
dollar a gallon for the wine, so I haye proin- 
ised, after investing, in two years, only 
$2,060.50, a gross return of $11,877.50 at the 
end of that period. ‘These are not 
fancy figures, a8 you can readily. see, 
and they speak for themselves without 
any embellisiiments.”’ 

“But can you always find a ready market 
for your grapes and wine?’ 

“Oh, yes; good grapes always sell and force 
a market for themselves. So with good wine. 
I can always finda market for all the wine I 
make. There is never a supply of good dry 
wine, and, consequently, there is always a 
lively demand for a simon pure article. You 
can’t find much old wine. Take all the cel- 
lars in the country through, and 
pgp can’t find much wine over two years old. 

n Ohio this is an average.” : 

“How do you sell your grapes there?”’ 

“We sell our grapes at from four to twelve 
anda half cents per pound. Wine brings 
one dollar, and often gues higher. Here, | 
think I'll do betterstill.

You see the popular 
taste is not cultivated, especially in regard to 
wines.”’ 

‘Now, tell me, Mr. Keeler, something about 
growing grapes. What varieties do yuu pro- 
pose to plant?” I asked him when he stopped 
to draw a long breath. 

“lam planting mostly Ives and Catawba, 
with some few other varieties. As I have 
said, these roots will bear heavily in two 
years, but not to their fullest extent. 0! 
course the vines wiil increase in size and bear- 
ing until they reach a maximum.’ 

“Can you keep up this maximum?” 

“Yes, sir, without any trouble—tnat Is, 
without trouble to an experienced grower. 
Right here is why the southern people tail 

aaes.t a0" 2am: have 
that they let their 
for three or four years, and 
then they commence to £0 down hill. Phey 
don't kaow how to keep up the vitality. (>) 
course, not knowing how to treat them, your 
people do not know everytime that this niauXx- 
imum can be kept up. Why, in Ohio, I can 
show you vines planted in 1864, eighteen 
years ago, that are as vigorous to-day as they 
were when four years old. Phere's 
the point with BTOWING Brapes, 
and there’s where [ see the failure here.

Then, 
far as my observation goes, I have never 
heard of a failure here that was 
the result of non-bearing vines. They will 
grow with half achance. I have. seen yines 
here twenty years old that have never missed 
bearing and even in the most unfavorable 
localities, such as low bottom places, etc. So 
I say tlys is the best climate for grapes in the 
world outside of California. Take any loca- 
tion, or such as a man versed in grape culture, 
and you can’t fail here, that’s all. 

The culturists south generally lame them- 
selyes in wanting fruit too seon,. You must 
get your vine vigorous and keepitso. ‘There's 
the strong point. How do- you southerners 
spoil your vines? by impreper pruning, of 
course, and too eariy bearing. The buds 
must be kept back by constantly pinching 
them off when = small. ae fon 
very nature of everything — to 
produce itself, and when vou 
too many buds out, that much vitality is 
wasted. If you trim a vine too long it dama- 
ges its vigor. An even balance must be kept 
up all the time, and this can only be done by 
close wateliug.”’ 

Mr. Keeler then went on tosay that he had

He is a 
young man, backed with suflicient capital 
and armed with energy in quantities enor- 
mous. He thinks this a good climate for 
health, and is sure that he will be the means 
of bringing many more people from Ohio 
to take homes, The lesson he 
teaches in this simple branch 
of industry is worth its thousands to the state, 
and I believe it will be the means of develop- 
ing a new impetus in that direction.

EDITORS CONSTITUTION: Lam glad you have spoken 
out boldly and plainly on the matter of our streets 
aud sidewalks. Your admonition is not a day too 
soon. Only three days ago! met at-one of our city 
hotels, a gentleman from the north who was here 
ona prospecting tour. He informed me that he 
had been attracted hither in the first instant by the 
exposition: and that, after his return home, he had 
pretty well made up bis mind to become one of us, 
and join his fortunes with those of Atlanta. ‘‘But,”’ 
said he, ‘‘this is the dirtiest town ij ever saw, and I 
have seen-many dirty places, Why, vrour streets 
are silaply impassable, ey are worse 
than those of the most provincial 
village in the back woods of Wyoming or Dekota. 
I don't very well see how I can ever be reconciled 
to live in a place where I can’t get out doors.”’ 

There is another feature of our city which never 
fails to impress strangers unfavorably. IT allude to 
the practice of converting our sidewalks in‘o fish 
markets and butcher stails. Take almost any one 
of ourmain thoroughiares—Peachtree, Whitehall,
